The defendant shall maintain a telephone at her place of residence 
without any special features, modem, answering machines, or cordless telephones during the term of electronic 
monitoring. The defendant shall wear an electronic device and shall observe the rules specified by the probation officer. 
She shall not leave the judicial district which she resides during the term of electronic monitoring. 

7. Psychological Counseling - The defendant shall participate in some type of psychological counseling, at the direction of 
the Probation Office. 



8. Dnjg Testing - Mandatory drug testing has been suspended by the Court, but the defendant sha 
random drug testing, and this shall be at the direction of the Probation Office.

THE COURT FINDS that the provision for submission of periodic drug testes, as required under IB USC § 3563(a) and 
3583(b), is suspended, as the defendant is believed to pose a low rusk of future substance abuse. 

THE COURT FINDS that the defendant does not have the ability to pay a fine and, therefore, waive^ the Imposition of a 
fine in this case.
